Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for reasons of record. Applicant argues there is no 
motivation to combine the prior art references and a more narrow interpretation of Patel has been used. Patel and Sakumoto are 
analogous art because they are from the same field of endeavor, that is masking tape. At the time of the invention, it is obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to combine the protective laminated adhesive layer of Sakumoto with the adhesive layer of Patel in orde 
to provide protection for the adhesive layer of Patel so it would not lose its bonding properties. Additionally, It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to fold the masking strip of Patel leaving extended portions because Leeuwenberg teaches this is 
a conventional practice within the art and the extended portion can be used to adhere the strip to various surfaces. Patel teaches the 
adhesive contacting the primer in column 1, lines 46-50. 
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
